CHARLEVOIX - Police are char- 
acterizing the recent shooting death 
of a Charlevoix man known as 
“Miracle Man” to have been acci- 
dental. 

Charlevoix Police Chief Gerard 
Doan said 36-year-old Greg Van Ste- 
dum was shot and killed by a friend 
on Saturday, April 14 and the shoot- 
ing is believed to have been acciden- 
tal. The incident occurred just after 
4p.m.at a small apartment building 
located on May Street in 
Charlevoix. 

Doan said a friend of Van Ste- 
dum's had stopped by the apart- 
ment to show off a 
newly-purchased.45 caliber hand- 
gun and unloaded the weapon be- 
fore handing it to Van Stedum to 
examine. When he got his firearm 
back, the friend replaced the maga- 
zine, pulled the slide back and “let it 
go.” 

“Somehow it went off and struck 
his friend,” Doan said, noting such 
occurrences are “very rare.” 

Van Stedum was shot in the side 
and transported to McLaren North- 
ern Michigan Hospital in Petoskey 
where he was pronounced dead. 

Police said the handgun was

that the shooting is being treated as 
accidental, however, the case is 
being examined by the Charlevoix 
County prosecutor's office to deter- 
mine if any charges should be filed. 
Van Stedum came to be known by 
friends and family as “Miracle 
Man” after his remarkable recovery

Thelen 
pleaded guilty to Criminal 
Sexual Conduct, Second De- 
gree on March 21, 2018. 

Thelen admitted sexually 
assaulting a seven-year-old 
victim while she was at- 
tending a birthday party. 
While still at the party, the 
victim reported the assault 
to an adult. The case was 
then investigated by the 
Michigan State Police.

DEAR DAVE, 


Why don’t you recommend having 
short-term disability insurance while 
doing the first three Baby Steps of your 
plan? It seems like a good time for it, 
when you’re in the beginning stages of 
getting your finances in order.

DEAR BOB, 


You could certainly do that if you 
want, possibly even through your place 
of employment. I’m a big fan of folks 
having long-term disability insurance 
when they’re in their prime wage-earn- 
ing years. But short-term disability is 
something I’ve always considered to be 
gimmick insurance, and that’s some- 
thing I don’t recommend or buy. 

I get the argument, too, that short- 
term disability coverage usually isn’t 
very expensive. But during the first two 
Baby Steps — getting a $1,000 beginner 
emergency fund set aside, and paying off 
everything but the house — you’re trying 
to limit expenses as much as possible. 
Chances are you wouldn’t need it in Baby 
Step 3, because that covers your full 
emergency fund of three to six months 
of expenses.

We’ve heard you talk about get- 
ting a mortgage loan with no credit 
score.

DEAR LAURA, 


No, it is not. No credit score, means 
you don’t have any credit or your credit 
score is “indeterminable.” A low credit 
score indicates you’ve had — or still have 
— debt in your life, and you haven’t done 
a good job of paying creditors on time. 

Two things will help solve the problem 
of having a low credit score. One is time. 
If you’ve had instances of late payments 
from years ago, time will help heal that 
to a degree. The older late issues become, 
the less they count against you. 

But my guess is you two probably have 
some bad debt. By bad debt, I mean 
things that were never paid, or accounts 
that are in collections. If that’s the case, 
you need to contact those people, and set- 
tle those debts in full — and in writing — 
as quickly as possible. Officially close the 
accounts, too, before you try to buy a 
home. 

When it comes to buying a home, 
Laura, I always advise folks to first be 
debt-free and have an emergency fund of 
three to six months of expenses set aside.

DEAR DAVE, 
Will paying my taxes online give the 
government electronic access to my 


checking account?

DEAR ASHLEY, 


If you use your checking account, of 
course they will have the ability to with- 
draw that money from your account. I 
believe I know where yow’re going with 
this question, and I think you may bea 
little confused about my stance on this 
sort of thing. 

There’s nothing wrong with certain 
entities having access to your checking 
account. I use electronic bill pay for utili- 
ties, mutual fund contributions, and 


over a bad debt. The government — even 
the IRS — isn’t known for coming in and 
randomly taking money out of people’s 
accounts. Collectors, on the other hand, 
do it all the time. 

Youre in a fight when you’re dealing 
with a debt collector. It’s an adversarial 
relationship. As a rule, no one in that in- 
dustry should ever be given electronic 
access to any of your accounts. There 
may be a few decent debt collection com- 
panies out there, but many of them will 
lie, cheat, and steal to get your money. 

I hope that clears things up, Ashley.

Enrollment is 
available 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week. 

The Quitline serves all 
ages, however, callers seeking 
NRT must be over 18 and 
meet basic health require- 
ments. Enrollees will receive 
a coach who will assist them 
in setting a quit date, choos- 
ing a nicotine replacement 
product that is right for them 
and making an individualized 
quit plan. The coach will pro- 
vide support with up to four 
telephone coaching sessions 
scheduled around the caller’s 
quit date.

Don't veg out, veg big 


The last time you couldn’t 
remember where you put 
your keys, did you wish you 
had a photographic mem- 
ory? Well, not everybody is 
cut out to be a Brad 
Williams. A Wisconsin na- 
tive, Brad is an award-win- 
ning journalist and radio 
personality who was the 
subject of his brother’s doc- 
umentary, “Unforgettable,” 
because of his uncanny abil- 
ity to remember most every- 
thing. He possesses a highly 
superior autobiographical 
memory, otherwise known 
as hyperthesmia. 

But for those of you who 
simply would like to im- 
prove your memory (the 
keys are on the dishwasher!) 
and keep your cognitive 
powers as sharp as possible, 
a study — across 10 different 
countries where folks eat 
various diets — may show 
you a simple solution. Eat a 
plant-based diet, starting at 
as young an age as you can. 

Researchers, writing in 
the Journal of the American 
College of Nutrition, found 
that “the most important di- 
etary link to Alzheimer’s 
disease appears to be meat 
consumption, with eggs and 
high-fat dairy also con- 
tributing.” 

So, to protect your brain 
and heart while slashing 
your risk of dementia, eat 
plenty of whole grains, 
legumes and fresh produce 
— foods packed with 
polyphenols that help re- 
duce inflammation. Add a 
healthy exercise routine of 
10,000 steps a day or the 
equivalent. And if you want 
to give Brad Williams a run 
for his money, rev up your 
cognitive processing skills 
with a brain-training game. 
One option is the game Dou- 
ble Decision from BrainHQ. 
You can try it at no charge 
and then decide if you want 
to be a gamer.

Bariatric surgery for 


obese adolescents 


In 1929, producer Hal 
Roach and director Robert 
McGowan had to hold a na- 
tionwide audition to find an 
obese child to play Chubby 
in the new sound version of 
“Our Gang.” They eventu- 
ally signed 12-year-old Nor- 
man Chaney — who was 3 
feet, 11 inches tall and 
weighed 113 pounds — toa 
two-year contract. 

Today you wouldn’t have 
to look that hard to find an 
overweight child. According 
to the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention, 20 
percent of school-age chil- 
dren are obese. That’s triple 
the number since 1970. The 
number of obese children 
with Type 2 diabetes also 
has skyrocketed. That 
prompted researchers at 
Boston’s Joslin Diabetes 
Center to explore whether 
bariatric surgery had helped 
obese adolescents with Type 
2 diabetes. 

They found that com- 
pared with obese kids who 
only took medications (met- 
formin and/or insulin), gas- 
tric bypass surgery did a 
better job of lowering blood 
glucose levels, led to greater 
weight loss and helped nor- 
malize cholesterol and blood 
pressure levels. Those who 
underwent surgical inter- 
vention also showed signifi- 
cant improvements in 
kidney function and cardio- 
vascular disease risk fac- 
tors. (By the way, Norman 
Chaney died at age 21 from 
myocarditis — inflammation 
of the heart). 

Seems for obese kids 
under age 19, bariatric sur- 
gery might be a life-saver. 
True, we don’t have long- 
term follow-up of these ado- 
lescents, but results show 
promise in helping them 
achieve enduring lifestyle

syrups, all trans and most 
saturated fats and all 
processed grains. 


How and why to lower 


your resting heart rate 


In 2014, former physical- 
training instructor Daniel 
Green was in for a shock 
when, at age 81, he went to 
his doctor in Sussex. His 
resting heart rate was 36 
beats per minute. The doc 
took it again, and it was 
down to 26 BPM, one beat 
lower than the all-time low 
entered in the Guinness 
World Records. Green cred- 
its walking an hour every 
morning, using the elliptical 
regularly and lifting 
weights. 

While you don’t need to 
bring your BPM down to one 
beat every three seconds, if 
you have a high resting 
heart rate, it’s a good idea to 
lower it. 

One study of men ages 40 
to 59 found that an RHR of 
81 to 90 (as opposed to an 
RHR of 65 to 80) doubled the 
chance of death over the 
course of the 16-year study, 
while an RHR higher than 
90 tripled it. A high RHR 
also increased the chance of 
heart attack, and recent 
studies have found that ele- 
vated RHR is associated 
with an increased risk of 
death in patients with col- 
orectal, pancreatic and non- 
small cell lung cancer, as 
well as being predictive of 
colon cancer recurrence. 

Ask your doc what your 
ideal RHR is based on your 
age and gender. If you need 
to bring it down, try the fol- 
lowing: 10 minutes of mind-
